LONDON, March 6.—A 15-mile- 

long parade of American heavy 
bombers attacked Berlin for 30 
minutes today and set great fires 
in the Nazi capital, after break- 
ing through a German fighter 
screen that fought to save the 
city from its first mass daylight 
assault of the war. 

Hundreds of bombers, accom- 
panied by probably an equal num- 
ber of long-range fighters, struck at| 
Berlin and preliminary reports in- 
dicated they had succeeded in un- 
loading their cargoes of explosives} 
in spite of the Luftwaffe’s furious | 
defence. 

Nazi fighters swarmed up to chal-| 
lenge the raiders 100 miles west of 
the capital and fought them all the 
way in to the target, across the} 
city and along the homeward flight. 


VICIOUS ACK-ACK FIRE 

Berlin's anti aircraft batteries 
threw up a vicious curtain of fire, 
but the Nazi fighter pilots fought a| 
hopeless battle all the way. 

The raiders flew through clear 
weather and picked out their tar- 
gets easily through a scattered 
cloud formation. At least two 
large areas of flame—each about 
one block square—were seen 
spreading through the city when 
the bombers turned away.

He traced the growth of civil- 
ization in England and pointed 
out that the parliamentary gov- 
ernment system grew under the 
influence of Christian principles. 
“Today we have degenerated to 
a servile state instead of a free- 


dom state. Nobody has any 
security. We are all ruled by 
fear of tomorrow. Somehow 


humanity has got to think too 
much of the material things and 
degenerated to wage slaves. We 
no longer work the land for our 
sustinance,” he asserted. 

This change-over from the spir- 
itual way of life to the material 
way of life has coincided with the 


change-over from the commodity 
system to the money system, he 
said. 


BREEDS WORSE SYSTEMS 

The money system of today is a 
matter for Christianity to do some- 
Our pres- 
ent money system is a debt system 
composed of monopolies. All money 
is issued as a debt which must be 
paid with interest. This system, bad 
as it is, breeds worse systems. “The 
race for money has become the 
most important thing in life. We 
are dominated by it.” 


“What are we going to do about 
it?” he asked. “Are we going to 
investigate further and try .to 
apply things we know are right 
to the conditions that are before 
our eyes? 


“Our economic system is the cause 


structions from someone else. Man 
comes before the state, and if the 
state has gone’ off the track then 
man must do* something about it, 
We must see to it that our govern- 
ment does what we want.

COST OF WAR GREAT 


Today nations are at war and the 
cost is very great. We are told we 
have to find new markets for our 
produce if Canada to prosper 
after the war.

the national debt had multiplied 
and piled up year by year. He also 
quoted figures of unemployment 
as it increased year by year. 


ENGLAND SETS EXAMPLE 


“We have to get back to the 
Christian principles,” he said. Eng- 
jand has already set us a fine ex 
ample in this. Representatives of 
eburches of England have endors- 
ed the five-point peace program 
which calls for abolishment of in- 
equality, equal opportunities of ed- 
ucation for all children, recognition
